REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Warren: 


I have the honor of presenting for your consideration 
my seventh report of the schools of Warren. This is the six- 
teenth report since Warren and Union united as a district for 
supervision. 

The past year has been marked by no outstanding pro- 
gress but our schools have been, all things considered, the most 
satisfactory they have been under my supervision. In the vil. 
lage schools we have really excellent teachers of whose work 
we have every reason to be proud. In our rural schools we 
have also teachers whose work has been very unusual for un- 
trained teachers. 

Most gratifying has been the progress made by those 
' pupils who as a result of closing schools have been attending 
our excellent village schools. In small rural schools a child is 
often in a class by himself and however poor work he may do 
thinks he is doing well. When he gets into a larger class and 
really sees for himself just how poor work he is doing the result 
is surprising. I only wish that parents and citizens might see 
and know how much rural pupils do improve by attending the 
schools at the village. I have been interested to see the change 
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in one boy especially who up to this year has been in a class by 
himself and had always done poor work despite the best efforts 
of different teachers. I have been surprised indeed to find that 
he now does excellent work and seems like a different boy. 


OUR GREAT NEED 


Our high school suffers for want of more room and a 
third teacher. ‘The situation has been explained in previous 
reports and last year a committee was appointed -to look into 
the matter. Desks have been put into the main room until no 
more space is available for them. The recitation room cannot 
be used for larger classes than it has at present yet the classes 
continue to increase in number each year. This room too ‘is 
only a coat room thru which there is frequent passing during 
class periods. The laboratory was built for eight pupils now has 
to be used by nearly three times that number with the result 
that not more than one half of the laboratory work that should 
be done can be accomplished. In a school as large as ours is at 
present the work cannot be satisfactorily done by two teachers. 
A future need that must soon be considered is a third teacher. 
Not only are longer class periods needed but penmanship, type- 
writing, and stenography, shonld be offered our students. 


CLOSING OF SCHOOLS > 


Anderson school had last yearan attendance of but 
eight pupils. In endeavoring to plan this school for this year, 
Clifford Mank kindly consented to send his two boys Harry and 
Llewellyn to the Libby school. This left but six pupils to at- 
tend this school; Wesley Tolman, [ha Hall, Glenys and Roselle 
Kalloch, and Elmer and Wilfred Erkilla. The parents were con- 
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sulted and the committee decided_-to:.close this school and 
Frank Teague was hired to transport these pupils and the Sterl- 
ing school pupils whom Mr. Brackett has so faithfully transport- 
ed for several years. 


- Starrett school also had last year but six pupils in atten. 
dance and Arne Puolakka in the fall went to Massachussetts 
thus leaving but five’ pupils to attend this school and it was clos.

By ne closing of fae two schools the town will ine sav. 
ed at least. $300. 00, And. what is far more important than 
money saved the town by the arrangement, these children have 
had the privilege of attending our excellent village schools. 
It is fully realized how early some of the children have to leave 
home in the morning and that. they arrive home late at night 
during the hardest trayelling yet we feel that the progress of 
these children in a larger school with a trained teacher fully 
compensates them for the inconvenience and time spent on the 
road. 


__ Stone school had last spring term an attendance of but 
seven ‘pupils and « one of these ‘Ella Hill, well passed her examin. 
ations for. high school there were but six pupils - to attend this 
school. It was hoped that this school also might be closed but 
the distance was such and the children so young ‘that this seem- 
ed inadvisable. apy special permission of ‘the State Depart- 
ment of Education. arrangements were made under the’ circum- 
stances to have the school at the home of Charles French and 
Mrs. French was engaged as a teacher. This arrangement has 


been satisfactory and the school has been well taught by Mrs. 
French. 
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ATTENDANCE 


The attendance at most of our schools has been unusually * 
good as is shown by the statistics for each school at the close 
of this report. 1n some schools, however. it should be improv- 
ed, especially by the children, in most cases, in a few famil- 
ies. As the State School Fund is now divided, every day that 
a child is in school means that he is helping to add to our allot- 
ment of that fund and every day that he is not in school means 
that the town will not get money which it would receive were 
he in school. More important than the financial gain to the 
town is the gain to the boys and girls who will soon be citizens 
and the better their education the better citizens will they be- 
come, and the better equipped will they be to live happy and- 
useful lives. Not only should parents keep these facts in mind 
bnt all citizens as well and by saying a word when needed _ help 
to keep all of our boys and girls in school every day when it is 
possible for them to be there. 


TARDINESS 


Tardiness in some of our schools has been reduced to- 
a minimum as is shown by the statistics, Malcolm Corner and In 
termediate schools having but eleven instances of pupils coming 
in late for the year. In the high school and some of our rural 
schools, however, despite the best efforts of the teachers, the 
tardiness problem is getting serious and must be corrected. 
This tardiness is confined, for the most part, to a few celdeen 
who are tardy in some cases almost daily. | : 

Few parents realize that the cost for each pupil for the 
year in the Common schools was the past year $53.30, and fo; 
each high school pupil $48.63 for the year. It surely seems a 
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waste of this money not to have each of these pupils so benefited 
not to be in school on time and at every session possible. 

- The school dollar was divided the past year as follows: 
Teachers 47 cents, conveyance 15, fuel 3, books and supplies 
672 repairs 3%2, high school 20, and supervision 5. 


WARREN SCHOOL FUND 


: Few. towns in the state are as fortunate as is Warren in 
haviug a Town School Fund from which the town will receive 
this year, as it did last, $500.00. This fund is at present under 
the care of Aaron Starrett. Aid is also received from an Acad- 


emy fund which is in charge of R. J. Andrews, A. C. Burgess, 
_ Dr. F. G. Campbell, S. R. Copeland, N. B. Eastman, G. D. Gould, 
_ E.E. Jameson, H. Newman, G.G. Teague, R. Walker, and G. W. 


Walker, as trustees. From this fund the town has for some 
years received $150.00 toward the support of the High school. 
In addition to receiving this amount from this fund all repairs 
are made on the high school building. This year besides minor 
repairs a furnace was installed for the Grammer room at an ex- 


pense of $184.32 and only last year tablet-arm-chairs were 
bought for the recitation room at an expense of $125.00. 
_Thus this year the town will receive $587.24 from these funds 
_.which are due to the wise foresight of past and present town 
- officials. 


The money from these funds is especially appreciated 
this year aS $225.87 less money was received from the state 
this year than last. This reduction is due to action of the last 


. legislature by which educational activities which usually have 
been subject to separate appropriation were placed under Com- 
‘mon School Fund thus making the School Fund available about 
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£1.00,000.00-less this year than last. . There will. be .also this

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE WARREN 
| HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and the 
Citizens of the Town of Woarren:- 


In preparing my report for the school year to date, I 
have dealt with the activities in the following order: scholastic, 
social and athletic. I have taught sinc? Nouember 6, Mr. Wood 
conducting the school up to that time, making my period of 
employment of rather short duration, ten weeks. 

I have endeavored to follow as closely as possible, the 
class work as Mr. Wood had it outlined and to adapt myself 
to the methods and proceedure that he used. Despite these 
steps however, it is to be expected that the change in teachers 
has its effect upon the pupils work, especially when the changes 


- was made in mid term. 


The daily work has for the most part been satisfactory, 
the boys and girls manifesting the interest and attention necess- 


ary for successful lessons. For several courses’ a combination 


of classess is necessary: freshmen and sophomores unite for 
business arithmetic and general history, the juniors and seniors 
unite for physics, Under the existing circumstances it is nec 
essary to do this, Miss Baker and I hold daily fourteen recita 
tions out of sixteea periods, but the defects of the practice are 
obvious, not the least of which are overcrowding of classes and- 
thus loss of interest by the pupils. The daily program is crowd- 
ed, far to crowded in fact, to insure a satisfactory quality of 
routine work. The problem has but one answer --- a third 
teacher. The chemistry and physics labratory is inadequate for 
the purpose of carrying on experiments required for college en 


_— 
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‘trance. In the first place, the room is positively to small, there 
is scarcely space for six students to work freely and the present 
physics class numbers twenty. ~ Also, its conveniences as a 
science labratory are all to few. It should not be on the top 
floor of the building, it should have more cupboard and storage 
space, experiments carried on there disturb Miss Baker’s class: 
es below. 

It is pleasing to note that there are several in. the pres- 
ent senior class who are planning to attend college after gradu- 
ation from here. 

Socially, the high school has not been mankaats active 
this year as yet. This has been due largely to the ravages of 
the mumps. The senior class play has been delayed several 
times because of the illness of various participants. In the 
near future however, it has been planned to produce not only 
the above mentioned play but one or two others, in addition 
to several entertainments but recently planned. 

Athleticly, Warren High School has thus far been fairly 
successful. We have made a very good showing in both cross 
country running and basket ball. The former sport. especially 
bringing out some highly promising material. We are now 
making plans for base ball and track teams, in readiness to take 
advantage of early spring training and hope to meet with the 
desired success in our coming ateletic contests with otber high 
schools. I wish to take the opportunity here, to thank Miss 
Baker for her ever-ready and hearty co-operation in all matters 
pertaining to the interests of Warren High School and to ex- 
press my appreciation to Mr. Rowe and to the school commit- 
tee for the earnest support they have given me.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Warren: |... 

I have the honor of presenting for your consider- 
ation my eighth report of Warren schools. 

It is a pleasure to report that the schools have. 
completed another successful year and are above their 
standard. This is due in a large measure to that 
spirit of co-operation that has been shown on every 
hand by Citizens, Parents, Pupils, Members of the 
Committeey and Teachers. Educational advance- 
ment cannot be brought about by one factor alone. 
It takes superintendent, committee, teachers, pupils, 
parents, and citizens, all the forces in town working 

together to really progress educationally as we have 
the past year. 


High School Fund Started : 


Especially encouraging was the action of Citizens 
in raising $1000.00 to start a fund for a high school 
building as recommended by the committee appointed 
to look into conditions at the present building. It 
would take some years to get money for such a build- 
ing as would meet our needs at this rate. Let us hope 
that $2000.00 can be added to the: fund this year.

Teachers 


There is every reason to be proud of the exceller 
work that is being done by the teachers in the vill 
schools. Mrs. Matthews, Mrs. Newbert, Mrs. D 
and Mrs. Smith, have all taught, not a few yea 
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our schools and are highly efficient, not only interest- 
ed in their school work but in the community as well. 
At the beginning of the fall term there was a 
change of teachers in all but two of the rural schools; 
Libby, which was taught the spring term by Mrs. 
Crockett, and she is continuing this year, and Stone, 
which is taught as last year by Mrs: French at her 
home, by special permission of the State Department 
of Education. At Highland, Millard Hart succeeded 
Mary Jameson. At Mt. Pleasant, Jennie Starrett suc- 
ceeded Robert Simmons. At Oyster River, Shirley 
Castner succeeded Alena Starrett. At Pleasantville, 
succeeding Shirley Castner, Ruth Moody taught the 
fall term at the close of which she resigned, and Mrs. 
Kalloch: is teaching the winter term. The unusual 
spirit of co-operation and hard work of these teachers 
has been gratifying and encouraging. 
 Altho the work of our inexperienced and un- 
trained teachers has been up to the usual standard of 
such teachers, it is to be hoped, that with the present 


- supply of teachers, the demand can be made the com- 


ing year, that all teachers have at least six weeks’ 
training in one of the normal schools of the state or a 
year of experience or both. Last summer your super- 
intendent was one of the instructors at the Farming- 
ton Normal School and what can be accomplished to- 
ward preparing a teacher to make a success of her 
work in a brief course of six weeks was to him a reve- 
lation. The cost of such acourse is small.. But $5.00 
a week is charged for room and board. The cost of 
books is dig and tuition is free. 


Teachers’ Meeting 


Rural teachers’ meetings have been carried on as 
al, one meeting being held each month during the 
and spring terms. Two meetings worthy of men- 
were held this fall. At one of these meetings 
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Miss Louise Batchelder, representing Silver Burdett 
& Company of Boston, gave a most instructive and 
helpful talk on reading. On November 7th an “All 
Day Meeting” was held, the time being most profit- 
ably spent in visiting our excellent village schools. 


Attendance and Tardiness 


School attendance has for the most part been 
very satisfactory as is shown by the statistics for each 
school. In a few of the rural schools, however, it 
should be improved. As the State School Fund is now 
divided, every day that a child is in school means that 
he is helping to add to our share of that fund, and 
every day that he is not in school means that the 
town will not receive money which it would receive 
were he in school. Even more important than the 
financial gain to the townn is the benefit to the boys 
and girls who will soon be citizens, and the better 
their education the better citizens they will become, 
and the better equipped will they be to live happy and 
useful lives in the community. 

The instances of tardiness in most schools have 
been as few as might be expected. In a few schools, 
however, and in most cases, a few children have 
caused an unusual amount of tardiness. All tardiness 
should be stopped as this is unnecessary waste of the 
town’s money. , 


Transportation 


The same schools have been maintained this year © 
as last and there has been but one change in trans- , 
portation. Some of the children living on the road by 
George Wyllie’s were small and walking more than 
two miles. For this reason it was necessary that the: 
be transported. This has been most satisfact 
done by Willis Moody, who, when the travellin 
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mitted, used his depot truck. 

The problem of transportation is one that is of- 
ten misunderstood. In one instance when a child was 
not attending _ sehool it was found that transportation 
from the schoolhouse and no conveyance was used in 
that part of the town . Our State Commissioner of 
Education says, that under normal conditions there 
should be no question in regard to transportation if 
the distance is less than a mile and three fourths and 
most children’ might well walk a greater distance. 


Health Work 


The results of the Health Crusade work as 
carried on in schools have been far better than was 
anticipated. The most gratifying improvement has 
been in the care of the teeth. This has been made 
possible by the unusual co- operation of parents with 
the result that a very large percent of the pupils have 
been keeping their teeth clean. 

The fact that of the hundreds of schools in the 
state doing this work that our Grammar school was 
one of the 46 schools in the state to secure a National 
Penant speaks highly for the efforts of the pupils and 
_ their teacher, Mrs. Mathews.

High School, under the direction of Hazen Ayer 
of Union as Principal, and Miss Ruth Bessey of Deer 
Isle as Assistant, has been a real success. Both Mr. 
Ayer and Miss Bessey are graduates of University of 
Maine in the class of 1924 and have had special train- 
g for high school work.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Board, and Citizens of 
Warren: i | 

As Principal of Warren High School during the 
present year, I submit the following report: 

The school opened on the second day of Septem- 
ber with forty-seven pupils enrolled. Since that 
time, three pupils have left school and one has been 
added, making the present enrollment forty-five. 
The average daily attendance during the fall term was 
forty-four and seven tenths, and, over the same 
period, thirteen students made the remarkable record 
of being present at every session. Since the winter 
term began, the noon recess has been shortened to a 
half hour, and the new plan has given general satis- 
faction. % 

Our first aim, as teachers, has been to improve, 
if possible, the scholastic standing. For the most 
part the response on the part of the. students has 
been wholehearted and, therefore, encouraging. A 
creditable amount of work has been done, and v we 
hope for continued improvement in the future. 


During the fall term, thirty-four different citi- 
zens of the town visited your High School to inspe 
the work carried on. Highteen of this number 
during education week, at which time a program 
outside speakers was arranged and an especia 
tation was extended to all interested in the s 
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This unusually large number of visitors has been a 
pleasing feature. Such visits are sure to aid both 
teachers and citizens. We should like, however, to 
have still more townspeople show a similar interest. 
and I take this opportunity to extend a most cordial 
invitation to visit the school at any time during any 
session. 

Athletics have Neen conducted with the purpose 


of increasing schoo! interest and spirit. The teams 
in track and basketball have made creditable records 
in scores,-and, even more important, have shown 
clean sportsmanship in all contests. The athletic 
association started the year with a deficit of approxi- 
mately thirty dollars, but at this time has entirely 
cleared up that debt and has, in addition, a balance of 
twenty five dollars in the treasury. Credit for this 
- good work should be divided between the commend- 
able initiative of the pupils and the unusual generos 
ity of the townspeople, who are aided both directly 

and indirectly. 
Both the senior and junior ae have added 
materially to their class funds. The _ senior play, 
( “The Second Puncture’, has been successfully 

given. 

It is always easy to point out defects in existing 
- conditions, and I do not wish, in this report, to do 
that unnecessarily. It should be clear to every voter, 
however, that the outstanding need of the school is a 
new building. Laboratory quarters are only half 
large enough; heating, lighting and ventilation sys- 
S are poor and general sanitary conditions are 
meful. Two teachers must prepare fifteen sub- 
iS daily, and even then the curriculum is so nar- 
s to force each student to take three years 
, for instance, whether adapted t) this study 
_ To broaden the curriculum, three teachers 
-necessary, but the three teacher school is im- 
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practicable in the present building. It is my opin- 
ion, then, that every effort and sacrifice should be 
made to secure a new, modern high school building 
-at the earliest time possible. There is no question 
about the natural, latent abilities of the young peo- 
ple in this comunity. Warren, like other towns,must 
reckon them as one of her most valuable assets, and 
the voters of the town will be wise in investing mon- 
ey to improve the educational opportunities afforded 
them. 

Any report on the High School for this year 
must necessarily mention the work done by the as- 
sistant Miss Bessy. A more efficient assistant would 
be difficult to find. In securing her apeviges the Foye 
is indeed fortunate. 

I wish to mention here ¢hat. ‘Mr. Teague, both as 
‘trustee and janitor, has. been untiring in his work. He 
has kept the physical condition of the building in the 
best order possible under existing circumstances. 

Finally, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
splendid aid and cooperation given me by Mr. Rowe, | 
school officials, townspeople and students. For this 
aid I am deeply grateful. Rey
